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Chrysanthemum Culture 


By Vic Ball 


TRENDS 


Mums, along with Snaps, are the mainstay of the cool house 
crops, both for retail and market growers. The many interest- 
ing new developments in Mum culture are doing much to help 
growers produce better Mums with less effort—and for a 
better return. 

Highlights: 

1. Out-of-season Mums are spreading the Mum crop out 
over a longer period—away from the gluts. Many retail 
growers are reaching into August-September flowering with 
black cloth shading. For the wholesale specialist and larger 
retail growers, spring and summer flowering has much to offer. 
Three-crops-a-year production is for the specialist, and is be- 
ing done more than ever before. It is a close, efficient rotation, 
a steady work load (plant-pick every month of the year), and 
high return per foot, $3.00 or better. We are planning such 
crops for many growers already; write if interested. 

We also mail a monthly circular giving schedules, varieties, 
etc. for off-season Mum planting—in the northern states. 

Full details on off-season flowering both pot and cut flower 
Mums will be found on page 28. 

2. Direct benching, rapid growth. Growers are realizing 
the remarkably rapid headway a good soft cutting will make 
in good soil. Instead of 6-7 months, modern growers bench 
cuttings direct, grow single stemmed (no pinch)—and cut 
excellent Pomps and Mums in as little as 90 days after plant- 
ing (longer in winter).

GOOD MUM CULTURE 
What’s a Good Mum Soil? 


It makes very little difference whether your soil is sandy or 
heavy, yellow or black. The tip-off in picking soils for green- 
house use: is it producing good stands of field crops? A soil 
that grows good corn or wheat will grow good Mums—if 
handled right. Of course, sandy soils need a lot more water 
and more frequent and heavier feeding. 

Most any field soil will do a better job of growing if 
11/4 inches of rotted cattle manure or of peat is plowed into it. 
If a soil seems “tight” and poorly aerated, and gives retarded, 
hard growth, add 2 inches of peat or manure, or a combina- 
tion. We have seen 2 inches of peat open a very heavy, tight 
soil so well as to grow excellent Mums. Where soils are used 
repeatedly, an inch, or better half an inch, of peat or manure 
can be added between each crop to advantage. Soils can be 
made sticky with too much peat! 

Most soils will benefit by the addition of 5 lbs. per 100 sq. 
ft. of 20% superphosphate yearly. It can do no harm. Beyond 
that, we add no fertilizers till the crop is in active growth. 

Good drainage is essential—cracks in the bottom of benches 
that are open even when the boards are wet. On ground beds, 
where the sub-soil is heavy, one or two lines of 4 inch clay 
tile should be dug under each bed. 

One or two cultivatings as the crop is starting into growth 
will help on soil aeration. It pays. 

About sterilizing: we steam fresh field soils before using 
them. In general, where soil is used for Mums-Snaps-Stocks, 
etc., we steam once a year. We've seen Mums grown con- 
tinuously for two years without steaming the soil. Of course, 
if soil-borne insects show up, they must be cooked. Likewise, 
if a lot of verticillium or stem rot appears on Mums, we would 
certainly steam before replanting to Mums. In other words, on 
all crops, we steam before planting if steaming will control a 
disease we have reason to expect trouble with. 


Steaming — to 
180° — does a 
lot of good 
things to your 
soil. It cleans 
up disease or- 
ganisms, it kills 
soil-borne weed 
seeds, insects. 
Besides this, it 
tends to improve 
the physical con- 
dition. 
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We use the Thomas method (surface steaming) well de- 
scribed in a Cornell University Bulletin on the subject. Write 
the Dept. of Floriculture, Cornell University, Ithaca, New 
York. Soil must be heated to 180° for 30 minutes; on ground 
beds it should be heated to a depth of 8 inches to do a job. 
Some soils give “after sterilizing” troubles if planted immedi- 
ately after steaming. Symptoms: retarded, slowed, yellowish 
growth, poor roots. Cure: a very heavy, thoro leaching (or 
two). Turning the soil with forks helps. Some schools 
recommend 4-5 lbs. per 100 sq. ft. of gypsum before planting. 
It could do no harm, and may help the soil recover from the 
“steaming miseries.” Usually with a week or 10 days of 
leaching and waiting, you are safe. Some soils are OK the 
same day they are steamed. Actually, recent experience leads 
us to believe that it is less dangerous to bench cuttings imme- 
diately after steaming than to wait a week or two. Apparently, 
waiting 10 days allows time for the toxins to build up. 

Chemicals will kill soil insects, but are questionable in con- 
trol of diseases. 

_A word about excess salts: Every so often a grower com- 
plains of a gradual hardening and yellowing of his Mums— 
“just won’t grow” is the usual conclusion. A Solu-Bridge 
test in 20 minutes shows that there is a serious excess -of all 
salts in his soil. How did it get that way? Well, a very hard 
water can contribute large amounts of sulfates, carbonates, 
calcium. A too-heavy fertilizing program will cause build-up 
of nitrates, potash, etc. Some soils are naturally ‘saline’ — 
or loaded with salts. Some such soils can be cured by heavy 
and repeated leaching: others must be abandoned. 


Bench a Good Cutting 


Certainly good Mums can’t be grown unless the cutting 
used is grade A in every respect. They often aren't. Here 
are some points we find important: 

1. The cutting must be well rooted (roots an inch or so), 
but it must not be left in the sand too long. A week too long 
will harden and check it, and will surely give a slow starting 
plant. 

2. The cutting should be fat and succulent, not thin, hard 
and wiry. The first several batches from a bed of stock make 
the best ones. 

3. Cuttings must be free of disease and insects. Several 
important diseases are not apparent on the cutting. Good 
propagating ‘specialists carry out programs of culturing and 
isolating their stocks against such diseases. 

The great majority of growers today depend on such 
specialists for their cuttings. We recommend it. 


About Insects and Diseases 

As we see it, it’s more a question of setting up good routine 
control programs that will eliminate the common insect-disease 
troubles. It has been our experience that application every two 
weeks in summer, every month in winter, of a spray combining 
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Parathion and wettable sulfur with a spreader will eliminate 
most of the common Mum insect and disease problems. 

We have had to use Parathion aerosol bombs to combat 
thrip on open flowers several times this summer. A Parathion- 
water spray can be used on open flowers, but Aerosol seems 
faster, more effective, less apt to injure petals. 


Here are dilutions for the spray: 
Per 10 Gallons of Water 
24% ounces Parathion, 15% wettable powder. 
2 ounces fermate. 
3 ounces wettable sulfur powder 
plus spreader. 


The Parathion is the insecticide, and the most effective and 
versatile one we've ever used. It will give excellent control of 
the following pests if used regularly: red spider, aphis (green 
fly), midge, thrip, mealy bugs, tarnished plant bug, leaf tier, 
cut worm and leaf miner. It will also give excellent control 
of the leaf (foliar) nematode, since it penetrates the leaf 
tissue. It has a residual effect, making it effective for several 
days or more after spraying. 

The fermate is an excellent general fungicide. Mainly for 
Mums, it is aimed at leaf spot (septoria). 

Sulfur is particularly effective against mildew. 

This can be used without injury to Mums at any period 
except—crops showing color or with open flowers, better use 
Dithiono in aerosol bombs in such cases. 


Jobs the above spray won't do: 


1. Stunt: a virus that results in dwarfing to about half 
normal stem length and flower size, and yellowing of flowers 
on bronze and pink varieties. Foliage is slightly lighter, 
duller green. Stunted plants flower noticeably earlier than 
plants not affected. Control involves an extremely tedious 
selection and isolation process which is being carried out most 
carefully by the specialist-propagators. Once a plant is in- 
fected, there is no control. Typical stunt affects a relatively 
small percentage of a variety scattered at random thruout the 
bench. There is no drying or browning of foliage. 

2. Stem rot: rotting off of plants at the soil surface—quite 
similar to the stem rot of Stocks. It appears only during the 
hot part of summer. Steaming of soil helps. Shallow plant- 
ing of cuttings and keeping bench a little on the dry side till 
plants are established both help. Even during summer, a little 
“heat and air’ at night will help. Benching a few extras 
permits replacement of casualties. 

3. Petal spotting. Heat and air even during summer, espe- 
cially at night when humidity is high, will help a lot. Flowers 
must be kept dry as they open. Parzate spray applied to the 
flowers weekly from the time color shows helps—be sure 
flowers dry off from spraying before nightfall. Worst on 
standards and especially Mefo and Betsy Ross. When shad- 
ing during hot weather, drop sateen from 7 P.M. till 9 A.M. 
to avoid shading during afternoon heat. For more details, 
see GROWER TALKS, Sept. ’50, page 20. 

4. Verticillium (Seidewitz Disease). Causes browning, 
drying up of leaves. Main control: culturing of - cuttings, 
which is done by specialist propagators, and steaming soil. 
Also, when this or other foliage diseases threaten, avoid wet- 
ting foliage. 

Ed. Seidewitz, pink Mum, Yellow and White Shasta Pomps 
are among the more susceptible varieties. 

5. Dodder, There’s nothing quite so bad once it gets 
started! It is a pale green parasite-vine that grows all over 
and between Mum foliage and stems. It fastens itself securely 
to the plant and sucks the life from it. 

It is far cheaper to simply pull out and burn any infected 
plants. Do it promptly; it spreads very fast. 

A word on aerosol bombs. They will get most insects, and 
they're labor savers. For the smaller miscellaneous grower, 
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tho, there is a case for spraying, using the Parathion mixture 
described on page 25. Reasons: 


1. At least in our experience, the temperature manipula- 
tion needed for good bombing encourages mildew. It’s the 
temperature drop that’s bad. 

2. When you bomb, you bomb everything—including the 
Kalanchoe, the ferns and the proprietor’s quarters, too, where 
they're connected to the greenhouses. 

3. Bombs are not cheap. Much of what they save in labor, 
they lose you in cost of bombs, nozzles, protective clothes, etc. 

4. Spraying, if done regularly, is absolutely effective. 

5. (And most important). We would probably carry on a 
regular spray program with sulfur, fermate, etc. for diseases, 
so why not add Parathion powder and do the whole job at 
once? We do. 


Miscellany 


Let’s include here the details of caring for the crop: 

When to Bench? A good general rule is to bench cuttings 
three weeks prior to the date given in the catalog for pinching. 
Dates for benching of shaded and lighted crops are included 
in the schedules. Pinch once, on the date given in the catalog. 
If plants haven't made several inches of new succulent 
growth, wait till they have. Always pinch into soft growth. 

Watering Mums. Once a Mum crop has really started to 
grow, it would be hard to overwater it, especially on raised 
benches. Dig down below the surface; take a handful of soil, 
wad it up. If, when you drop the ball, it breaks apart, the 
soil is ready for water. 

Mums like and respond to a “wetting down”’ of the foliage 
on hot summer afternoons. Lay off, tho, if any leaf diseases 
appear. 

Premature Budding. Occasionally a variety or two will go 
to bud shortly after benching, on worthlessly short stems. It 
is most likely to happen on cuttings received early (February- 
March) and on the earlier flowering varieties. To prevent it: 

1. Keep plants cool as possible, not over a 50° house. 

2. Apply lights 2Y%4 hours nightly thru September, 3 hours 
thru October, 4 hours thru November, 5 hours thru December 
and January, 4 hours thru February, 3 hours thru March, and 
2 hours thru April—starting the day you reecive the cuttings. 

3. Keep growth soft as possible—ample water, adequate 
feeding. 

Worst varieties for early budding: Blazing Gold, Legal 
Tender, Masterpiece, Silver Sheen, Constellation, Seneca and 
the hardy varieties as a class. 

The Feeding Program. Starting within several days of 
benching, we give them a light application of a balanced 
liquid fertilizer every several weeks in summer and fall, less 
often in dark weather. Sandy soils require more feeding. 
Occasional soil tests are of real help in use of fertilizers. We 
like to keep nitrates, potash, and phosphates all in the medium 
range. 

About pH: slightly acid (pH 6.8) to neutral is about right 
for Mums in our experience. In applying sulfur sprays to the 
foliage, you will eventually get enough on the soil to start 
driving the pH down. Tests will show this, and it can be 
quickly corrected with lime. 

Mulching Mums. Mums will respond very nicely to a half 
inch or so mulch of peat, especially during the warm months. 
It saves watering, seems to keep the surface soil from getting 
too hard. When the crop is out, you can plow this peat 
right into the soil where it will help the next crop, too. 

Taking’ (or leaving!) the Bud—on Big Mums. In late 
summer you will find one of two types of growing tips on 
the plants: 

1. CROWN. A flowering bud surrounded by non-flower- 
ing vegetative shoots. 
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2. TERMINAL. A flowering bud surrounded by flowering 


buds. 
Early Mums will usually throw a crown bud in August. 


This is usually removed and one of the vegetative side shoots 
“selected” or left to grow on. All other shoots are removed. 
Some plants may produce another crown which may again be 
discarded in favor of a non-flowering shoot. Sooner or later, 
all plants produce a terminal, the center bud of which is left 
—to produce the flower. 


On early varieties it’s safest to remove all crowns up to 
August 20. Early crowns are O.K. to leave on some shaded 
Mums. On mid-season sorts, terminals are safer. Final bud 
should have been selected by September 1-10; on late ones a 
month later. Your experience is the best guide. Keep notes. 


On single stemmed or unpinched crops of standard (big) 
Mums, always leave the center one of the first cluster of buds 
to appear. If the side buds surrounding this bud are not te- 
moved promptly, they will rapidly grow beyond the center 
bud. You will then have to leave one of the stronger side 
buds and remove the center one—and you will have a “dog 
leg” stem. Unpinched Mum crops must be checked over twice 
a week without fail to avoid this loss. 


Cutting the flowers. One big point: start as the bench is just 
a bit on the too green side, and cut regularly every day so that 
the whole bench will be off before any part of it is old. Old 
or pickled flowers will be older yet when they reach the 
market—worth little or nothing. 


Spacing—crops that are to be pinched (both Mums and 
Pomps) are normally spaced 7x8 or near to that. On this 
spacing, Pomps are usually pruned to leave the three strongest 
stems, big Mums the best two (or three depending on your 
market ). 


Supports—Why Three When One Does It? Years ago, the 
style was to grow Mums or Pomps 4-6 ft. tall or more and 
provide 2, 3 or even 4 layers of wire and cross strings. Mums 
were strung individually to an over-head wire—or staked. 


We find it perfectly practical, and a great economy in time 
and material, to support both Mums and Pomps with a single 
layer of wire-string. This assumes proper scheduling of the 
crop so that it will not exceed 3-344 ft. in height. It also 


One layer of wire-strings 
should handle Mums or 
Pomps—if moved up reg- 
ularly. We handle this by 
tying the cross-piece, then 
driving a 2-inch nail just 
below it to prevent slipping 
down. 
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requires that this one layer of wire-string be capable of being 
raised weekly as the crop grows. If the plant is anchored at 
the ground, and at it’s top, what can it do but stand up 
straight? 

The end supports on our beds are of inch pipe. The inter- 
mediate supports on down the bench are spaced every 17 ft.; 
uprights are 1x2 and cross members are 1x1. Wires are 
stapled down to the 1x1. The 1x1 is fastened to the up- 
right 1x2 by tying it with binder twine. To insure against 
it’s slipping down, we drive a 2” nail below the 1x1 and 
only part way in so it can be raised weekly. See photo on 
opposite page. 

In our early trials with this one layer support idea, we had 
one fine bench of Illini Snowdrift that tipped over on its 
side! Since then we have strengthened the supports, put them 
closer—and had no further trouble. By the way, we got the 
Snowdrift back up on its feet without any serious injury. 

Best Temperatures: During firing season, normal flowering 
fall Mums have always been considered a 50 degree (nights ) 
crop—58 cloudy day, 65 sunny day. For no-shade, no-light 
crops that flower up to December this 50 degrees will do, 
since bud setting takes place during the warmer days of 
August-early September. However, even normal flowering 
date crops that flower during December-early January had 
better be carried at least 55 until buds are in sight; otherwise 
some blindness may occur. Many a bed of Garza has turned 
out Y% blind—too cold. 

Growers on tight 3-crops-a-year-schedule carry 60 degrees 
minimum thruout the year to insure bud set, and to be sure 
buds will develop and open timely so as not to delay the 
next crop. See page 28 for details. 


THE CLOTH HOUSE PROGRAM 


It has been our experience that, with careful culture, Pomps 
flowered outdoors under cloth during August-September are 
clearly superior to those grown under glass at that time. 
We're talking about Midwest and Eastern areas now. 

Of course, our late summer markets are always generously 
supplied with what are tagged “outdoor” Pomps—hard stems, 
dried up foliage, and poor, dirty flowers. However, the much 
cooler temperatures, especially at night, and the ample fresh 
outdoor air, if combined with careful growing, are substan- 
tial advantages to outdoor growing over hot greenhouses. 
Certainly costs are lower. Fading of colors is much less of 
a problem outdoors. 

Cloth house Pomps can be flowered all the way from early 
July till well into October. The early July crop is produced 
by benching a 214 inch banded plant outdoors May 1, pro- 
tecting it from early frost with sateen cover and a steam 
pipe if necessary. Cuttings should be banded about 30 days 
before benching date. Single stemmed culture is followed. 
Pomps may be flowered to mid-October by the same combina- 
tion of sateen and heat. The regular “off-season” timing 
schedules (page 30) are used to plan cloth house crops. 

Since few quality cut flower varieties normally flower before 
frost date, most growers of cloth house crops use later varie- 
tres shaded with black sateen. 

Large flowering standards are occasionally grown under 
cloth, but due to petal rot are a definite gamble. Hard va- 
rieties are best—Good News, Detroit News, Blazing Gold. 
By careful selection of varieties, excellent pot Mums may be 
grown under cloth. 

Cloth house Pomps are grown over most of the United 
States—heaviest in the Midwest, East and California. In 
almost any location, Aster cloth (or Seran) protection 1s a 
“must” for quality. 


The Disease Problem coe ah 
Because rains keep foliage wet, and tend also to spread 
disease spores (through splashing), such problems as Vertt- 
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cillium, Septoria, and Mildew are more serious outdoors than 
under glass. Insects tend to be more troublesome, too, be- 
cause there is no glass barrier to keep them from blowing 
into the beds. It all adds up to an even more thorough pre- 
ventive program. 

First, disease-free cuttings are a must—especially must 
they be cultured against Verticillium. Second, if at all pos- 
sible, soil should be steamed. As a second choice, don’t grow 
Pomps too many seasons on the same land. Third, if foliage 
diseases are giving trouble, carefully avoid wetting foliage 
while you water—trains will wet it enough! 

And lastly: A regular weekly spray program to include 
Parathion, Fermate, Sulfur, and a spreader. See page 25. 
Kept up weekly, this will go a long way to keep cloth house 
Pomps clean. 

Quite a few cloth house growers are turning to plastics 
such as Seran in place of Aster cloth. The 20 threads per 
inch grade of Seran clear, not green, will grow good Pomps. 
It is not as effective an insect barrier as the 20 thread per inch 
cotton—lacks the fuzziness. But in a Mum house where 
regular spraying is kept up, the insect problem shouldn’t be 
serious. Seran will last 3 to 5 years or more, so is an economy 
in the long run. 


Heated Cloth Houses 


Because we have “‘cool summers” every several years, and 
because low July-August temperatures delay and interfere 
with bud setting, several growers are running a few heat lines 
through their cloth houses. Every several seasons we hear 
of a lot of cloth house Pomps that set bud, then start in 
vegetative growth again, and in other ways produce defective 
sprays. Certainly the grower equipped to keep at least 55 
degrees and preferably 60 degrees in his cloth house is going 
to get a more uniform product over the years. 

When such heat is used under cloth, the black sateen is 
rolled down to keep the heat down on the plants. 


Schedules and Varieties for Cloth House 


The regular Off-Season Mum schedules that start on page 
30 may be used for timing cloth house crops. The schedules for 
late July, August, and September flowerings start on page 32. 

Not all varieties stand cloth house conditions. The follow- 
ing are recommended for late July, August and up to the 
September 28 flowering:

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OFF-SEASON MUMS 


Years ago, Mums were flowered only during late fall— 
“normal season.” In the thirties black cloth shading came 
into commercial practice—and good Mums came onto the 
markets during September and early October. The past five 
years have seen large scale use of lighting and now Mums 
are becoming an accepted spring and early summer flower— 
and even winter too. 

Why have growers been so anxious to extend the Mum 
season? Mums have been in ample supply—sometimes surplus 
during the fall, but have been in demand and at good prices 
during spring and summer and even September. Furthermore, 
retailers like spring and summer Mums well because they will 
keep (often two weeks )—and because of the wide variety in 
color and form they provide. A Gladiolus is a ““Glad’’—dif- 
ferent colors, yes. But consider the endless variety in Mums— 
from tiny white Pinocchio to giant 6-7 inch Mefo’s—and the 
delicate spiders such as Queen’s Lace that are enjoying so 
much popularity! 

Off-season flowering is no more difficult than many other 
cut flower crops. The rules are well defined. To succeed, the 
grower must, however, be prepared to provide the tempera- 
tures, accurate day length control (shade and lights), and will 
do best by staying close to prescribed varieties at least until 
he has had some experience. Note, too, that all these schedules 
are based on rapid, unchecked growth—good porous soil must 
be provided, plants must be well watered, fed regularly, kept 
free of insects and diseases. And remember, no Mum crop can 
succeed unless good, soft, clean, well-rooted cuttings are used. 


Off-Seascn Temperatures 


Temperatures for winter and spring flowering must be con- 
sidered by growth periods: 


1. From benching till you start short days (lights off or 
start shading date): A 60° minimum is best; 55° will do, but 
at 50° nights, growth will be slowed and stems too short on 
these schedules. 


2. Bud formation period—starting with “‘lights off” or the 
“start shading” date and until buds are definitely formed 
(Pomps should show color). Temperature thru this period 
must not be below 60°. At 55° nights some varieties will be 
more or less blind; also at lower temperatures you will get 
fewer florets per spray. We recommend holding night temper- 
ature at 63° instead of 60° to allow for cold ends of houses. 


3. After buds form, and until flowers are cut: crops that 
are flowered in the winter period (Mid-December to March) 
are apt to be soft and of poor quality unless dropped gradu- 
ally to 55 or 50 degrees as soon as color shows. This depends 
some on amount of sun—the more sun, the higher the tem- 
perature which may be carried. Normally late varieties like 
Cameo and Vibrant can be finished at higher temperatures 
than earlier ones like Gold Coast. 

“50 degrees” here means 50 degrees at night, 58 on cloudy 
days, 65 on sunny days. A 60 degree house should be 65 on 
cloudy days, 72 on sunny days (or 75°). 


4. The miscellaneous grower—planning only a bed or two 
of off-season Pomps in his 50° house—can’t provide these care- 
fully adjusted temperatures. We have seen good Pomps fin- 
ished all the way from Easter till summer in 50° houses. If 
cuttings are benched a week or two early it will offset the short 
stem problem. During actual bud formation, the 60° tempera- 
ture is provided at night by covering the bed with black sateen 
cloth and turning pipes on below it. Rather questionable for 
crops flowered between January and April. Worth noting 
here: growers not experienced with off-season Mums will find 
the spring and early summer an excellent time to try first. For 
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many reasons, they are easier to flower thru May, June and 
July than they are in January-February-March. And June 
Pomps have so far brought fair returns. 


Which Varieties? 


As any grower knows, the more of any one variety that is 
produced in a given week, the-less it will bring per bunch. 
Splitting your planting up among more varieties 1s more 
trouble, and means growing some that may not seem perfect 
to you—but it will pay in $$$ returns. 

The problem then, is to find enough suitable varieties for 
each flowering period. With this problem in mind, we have 
tried to broaden the number of varieties recommended in each 
period and for each color. We urge growers to at least try 
out a wider number of varieties—you will always find some 
better than others, and very likely your choice of best in each 
color may not agree with our experience. 


Correct Spacing of Plants ; 


First, for pinched crops: both Standards and Pomps, 7 x 8 or 
8 x 8 inches is about it, with perhaps some allowance for varie- 
ties as you get to know them. For single stemmed (no pinch) 
growing, we find 5x6 inches close enough for both Pomps 
and Standards. Some growers follow the idea of closer spacing 
during summer (4x7, or even 4x6 for Pomps, for crops to 
flower from June 1 to October 1), and farther apart during 
winter flowering (6x6 for Pomps). As we see it, there’s just 
as good a case for a uniform 5 x 6 inch spacing thru the year. 


Percentages of Colors 
Here are the percentages we use for the Chicago market:

Note: Standards may be flowered thrvout the summer and fall period. 
However, in our experience, the occasional hot spells that occur in our 
latitude are apt to burn petals and- fade colors of bronze and pink varieties 
badly.

About Single Stemmed Mums 


Each of the schedules gives dates for both pinched and un- 
pinched culture. Why single stemmed Mums? 

After several season’s experience with unpinched crops, we 
believe that, while there is added cost of cuttings because of 
the closer spacing, there are advantages that more than offset 
this cost—on some crops. First, you save 3-5 weeks’ time by 
eliminating the pinch. Production seems generally some better; 
Sprays seem to form up better, especially in winter and spring. 
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Mr. C. R. Vance of 
Princeton, Ill. Seen with 
a house of Indianapolis 
Mums (as of Feb. 26.) 
They were grown in a 
Carnation house tem- 
perature—pbut few va- 
rieties will set buds re- 
liably at 50 degrees. 


A good example: cloth house Pomps if pinched can’t be 
flowered before Labor Day. A single stemmed crop planted 
May 7 flowers August 7—and on our market last year they 
brought 30c per bunch more than in September. Where you 
are figuring a tight rotation in the greenhouse this saving of 
3-5 weeks might mean getting an extra crop in. Single stemmed 
culture is a must on 3-crops-a-year Mum growing. 

Where standards (big Mums) ate grown single stemmed, 
in practically all cases, the first center bud that appears 
should be left on and allowed to develop. Removal of side 
buds must be done before they over-grow the center bud! 


Try “it! 


Lighting Details 


The purpose of lights on winter crops is to delay bud for- 
mation till sufficient stem has developed. If you are getting 
premature bud formation at the corners (farthest away from 
the bulbs), your light intensity is too low. Best way is to 
check with a light meter—can be borrowed from your Public 
Service Company or electrical contractor. 10 foot candles 
minimum is ample, we shoot for at least 7 all over; one large 
grower works on an absolute minimum of 5. 

For single 4 ft. beds, one string of 60 watt bulbs with re- 
flectors spaced 4 ft. apart and 3 ft. above plant tops is ade- 
quate. Where two beds are to be lighted together, one string 
of 100 watt bulbs with reflectors does it. A string of 150 watt 
bulbs will handle three 314 ft. beds for us. 

To reduce sizes of electric mains, the area to be lighted can 
be split in half. The first half is lighted the required number 
of hours before midnight; the second half gets the same num- 
ber of hours light after midnight. Also 230 volt lines will 
help reduce main sizes on some installations. Consult your 
electrician. 
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Some growers fasten 150 watt or larger “self reflector” 
bulbs to the roof of the houses, lighting the entire house.

About Spray Formation 


Some varieties during certain winter periods tend toward a 
clubby, tight spray. To some extent this is a question of va- 
rieties; avoid those that make poor sprays. In general, the 
normally late varieties make better sprays for January-Febru- 
ary-March flowering than will the earlier kinds. 

Also, many growers reduce the period of light to 1 hour 
during the last one-third of the lighting period to improve 
spray form. For example, on the crop to flower January 14, 
lights would be turned on only 1 hour nightly from September 
23 to October 8. 


Unchecked, Rapid Growth 


These schedules are all based on a rapid, unchecked growth. 
You should realize 8-10 inches of new growth on a cutting 
within 30 days of benching. (We have gotten as much as 
20 inches!) If you aren’t getting it, here are things to look for: 

1. Poorly rooted, hard cuttings; too long in the sand. 

2. Tight soil; poorly drained and aerated. Add peat or 

manure. 

3. Nutrient deficiency—lack of nitrates, potash or phos- 

phate. 

4. Too cold—they grow much faster at 60° than at 45°! 

5. Too dry—soil must be kept uniformly moist. 

6. Bugs.

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POT MUMS ‘ROUND THE YEAR 


As with cut flower Mums the “season” for pot Mums is 
gradually spreading. Early shading for flowering thru August, 
September and October is common. This past season a great 
increase was noted in pot Mums flowered during spring and 
early summer. They make a nice plant at this time and are 
not hard to grow. The pot Mums produced this past spring 
in our own trial program were eagerly bought up before they 
were really open—“‘something different” is the usual comment. 
Pot Mums during the real winter months (January-March) 
are not so easy to grow, but with more experience, plus bet- 
ter varieties now on the way, they may become a serious 
winter pot plant, too. 

The tables (page 41) are self-explanatory as to dates for 
planting, pinching, shading, etc. We should point out that, 
owing to the rather limited experience and records available, 
these tables may not prove entirely accurate under your condi- 
tions. Our tests this past spring pointed out how much flower- 
ing can be delayed by cooler temperatures. Bob Jung of 
Indianapolis reports that long spells of cloudy weather in 
midwinter will shorten days so much as to advance flowering 
dates substantially. Also, it will result in very short plants. 
Southern growers will find further corrections necessary—as 
with cut Mum schedules. 

Especially on winter and even spring flowering schedules 
where growers have not had previous experience, we recom- 
mend that your first season’s plantings not be too large. 

If you plan to give Mums a try, we urge you to keep 
complete records of what you do, flowering dates and height 
at flowering time. Without this information, you will not be 
able to make the adjustments in dates for mext year’s pro- 
gram that will enable you to improve the quality of plants 
you grow. 


About Shading 


Ap ply black cloth to all plants on “start shade’ date (see 
table) daily from 5 P.M. to 7:30 A.M. Black cloth shading is 
not needed between October 5 and February 15 because days 
are naturally short enough to set buds.

Artificial light is not necessary between May 1 and August 1 
because days are normally long enough to prevent budding. 


One Pinch, Two Pinches, or Three? 


It seems to be a question of what price plant your trade 
calls for. A three-pinch plant is heavier and finer—but it takes 
three weeks longer to grow than a two-pinch plant. Three 
pinches mean more disbudding, watering, spraying, and the 
cost of pinching, too. The same differences apply between 
two pinches and one pinch. In general it is possible to make 
up for the difference between one and two-pinch plants by 
using more cuttings—many growers do. A two-pinch 6 inch 
plant in the spring may bring $1.75 (wholesale) where a 
single pinch (same number of cuttings) flowered at the same 
time would go for $1.50. 

In general it seems that most plants produced in the Janu- 
ary-March period are single-pinch plants—perhaps partly be- 
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cause space is at more of a premium then. Spring plants 
(flowered April-June) are predominantly single-pinch, but 
two-pinch plants are grown during this period. Plants flower- 
ered in summer are usually two-pinch, with some pinched 
three times. Toward fall more and more three-pinch plants 
are grown. 


Two-pinch plants tend to be not quite so tall as three-pinch 
plants. 


There are schedules where the grower pots the cutting, 
pinches, and starts to shade all on the same date—'‘pot, pinch, 
and shade.” In general, recent experience seems to favor a 
period of at least a week or two between planting cuttings 
and the shade-pinch date. 


About Temperatures 


At least a 60° minimum temperature must be provided be- 
tween “start shade” date and formation of buds. As with 
cut Mums, this can be provided in a 50-55° house by setting 
plants on a raised bench, covering them with sateen after 
dark, and turning on pipe below the bench. 


Before and after this period, 60° is recommended. Growing 
at much less than 60° during this “before and after” period 
will tend to delay flowering; the schedule must be advanced a 
week or two accordingly. 


Bob Jung has grown excellent quality Bonaffon DeLuxe 
and Queen of Pinks for February-March flowering at 65° 
to 70° nights right thru. One lot flowered at a straight 70° 
minimum was especially fine and hard—no staking, of course. 
Bob recommends a straight 65° minimum for late winter- 
spring flowering of pot Mums. Higher temperatures give 
fuller, better flower sprays; and do not soften plants if proper 
varieties are used. Blazing Gold won't stand these high tem- 
peratures in winter. 

Incidentally, it was our experience that, when growing for 


a certain holiday, it worked out better to aim our schedule 
to be in flower a week, or even more, ahead of the actual

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holiday date. At best, plants to be sold for Mother’s Day 
must be out where the customers can see them thru the week 
before. 


How Many Cuttings Per Pot? 


Note, for. example, under single pinch plants for April- 
May-June blooming, that 4 cuttings are recommended for a 
6 inch pot. Actually, 3 cuttings will make a presentable plant 
in most cases—and 5 will make a fuller looking plant than 
4. Try it out both ways for yourself. Varieties that break 
easily and quickly require fewer cuttings per pot. It really de- 
pends on what your trade calls for. Also, a very nice plant 
can be produced with fewer cuttings in smaller pots—s’s, or 
even 4's, 

One of the best pot Mum growers we have seen grows 
everything right thru the year at 5 cuttings per 6-inch pot— 
regardless. 


If Plants Flower Too Tall 


Most growers aim at a 15 to 18-inch plant. 

Stem length on the finished plant can be shortened by delay- 
ing the final pinch a week—or even two weeks longer than 
the schedule calls for. Let’s take Queen’s Lace on the two- 
pinch schedule for October 1 flowering: The schedule calls 
for final pinch 9 weeks before flowering date. If too tall, 
next season make final pinch 8 weeks before desired flowering 
date. All other dates remain the same. 

The date you start shading controls the date the plants 
flower. If a lot of plants flower a week late this year, simply 
move the entire schedule up one week earlier next year. 


Notes on Pot Mum Culture 


Probably you’ve grown them before; if not, here are some 
suggestions. 

We find either peat or manure added to the soil will 
really make ’em grow. It also cuts down watering. Super- 
phosphate should be added to soil before potting. As plants 
get into active growth, we give them a weekly feeding with 
a not strong, balanced liquid fertilizer. Weekly spraying with 
wettable Parathion (see page 25) will control insects. 

Like any other Mums, pot Mums appreciate a ‘wetting 
down” of foliage on hot afternoons. They like humidity. And 
incidentally, they don’t like to get dry at the roots. Pot Mums 
can be summered over outdoors in frames or in cloth houses; 
but they require such careful watching that it’s almost better 
to have them under glass. 
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About disbudding. As plants set bud, each stem should be 
disbudded to leave only the center bud. Exceptions: a very 
few Pomps grown as a pot plant, such as Gypsy, Sunray and 
Linda Lou. 

Avoid crowding the plants; it makes them tall, spindly, and 
poor. 

Leave 3 sets of leaves as you pinch each time, if possible. 
All pinches should be into soft wood. Often it is possible to 
use the tips you remove for cuttings for later flowerings. But 
don’t get off schedule to economize on a few cuttings—it 
doesn’t pay! 


HARDIES AT POT PLANTS 


For the past several springs, increasing numbers of growers 
have finished a batch of hardy or garden Mums in pots for 
Mother’s Day. They are quickly (90 days) and easily grown, 
make showy and unusual pot plants. They have added sales 
appeal in that, after flowering, they may be planted outdoors 
for another crop of blooms in the fall. 

Here is a simple schedule worked out by William Skou at 
Ohio State: (For May 1 flowering). 

February 8: Plant 5 rooted cuttings in a 5 or 6 inch pot, pinch 
same day and start lighting 5 hours per night. Same light 
intensity as for cut Mums. Minimum temperature through- 
out the crop: 60 degrees. 

March 8: Discontinue lights. Pinch plants again, start regular 
black cloth shading from 5 P.M. to 8 A.M. daily till plants 
are in flower.

MUM PLANNING SERVICE 


Let’s face it: off-season Mum schedules aren‘t the simplest things in the 
world—and the selection of proper varieties for different seasons is even 
more complicated. To assist our Mum customers with this important task, 
we have set up a Ball Mum Planning Service. In charge is our Mr. Jack 
McCluskie, a graduate of Penn. State, Floriculture Department. Jack has 
been devoting his full time to study of latest off-season Mum Schedule 
and variety work, has been in charge of our off-season variety testing 
program at West Chicago. He has programmed Mums for smaller retail 
growers—and for larger 3-crops-a-year market operators. The lifetime 
of experience by the Ball organization as market growers of Mums stands 
behind this service.
